Statement of Objects and Reasons 
With the spurt in building activities in the recent years, 
a number of multi-storied buildings are coming up everywhere 
in Goa . This has resulted in increased demand for potable water , 
electricity , pressure on the existing roads, etc. It is now felt that 
the Government should levy a tax on such buildings which are 
capable of housing four families or more to meet part of the
